Ordinary 
waxed-on-one-side freezing pa­ 
pers can be recommended for 
storage periods of no longer 
than two months. Polyester film 
boil-in-bag 
containers

frozen foods well. 
Wraps work well for s o l i d 
meats and poultry, but are not 
as useful in the storage or juicy 
and l i q u i d foods. Good re­ 
sults can be o b t ained when 
glass canning jars, plastic car­ 
tons, paraffined cartons and al­ 
uminum trays or dishes a r # 
used.

Have you stopped recently to 
consider the food items in b i g 
supermarkets today? 
Fifteen years ago more than 
a thousand of these new items 
were not there. Included among 
these weie f r e s h foods that 
once had limited distribution, as 
well as new packaged foods. 
Many new foods come pack­ 
aged for storing, but many oth­ 
ers need wrapping for storage 
at home, especially meat for 
the f r e e z e r or greens for 
the refrigerator. Those properly 
s t o r e d retain their fresh fla­ 
vor longer, they keep fresh long­ 
er and they look fresher. 
Selecting the proper kind of 
wrapping or container for stor­ 
age is 
important. 
In 
recent 
years many new wrapping ma­ 
terials have been a d d e d to 
those already available. Each 
kind has certain properties that 
make it useful for certain stor­ 
age and food preparation jobs. 
Aluminum foil has many uses 
in the preparation and storage 
of food as well as for other 
tasks around the kitchen. 
There are three thicknesses of 
aluminum wraps: regular, hea­ 
vy-duty and extra-thick. T h e 
last is the newest on the mar­ 
ket and was developed especi­ 
ally for f r e e z i n g and out­ 
door cookery. 
Aluminum foil is a good bar­ 
rier to water vapor and is rela­ 
tively impermeable to oxygen 
which 
causes 
rancidity. 
Be­ 
cause it can be molded around 
unevenly shaped foods such as 
turkey or chicken, it is a suc­ 
cessful f r e e z e r wrap. Tight 
wrappings are a must for freez­ 
er storage. 
Heavy -duty foil can also be 
used to make baking pans f o r 
some tasks. It is almost a nec­ 
essity for outdoor cookery. It 
also 
h e l p s 
make 
clean-up 
chores easier. 
Ifs difficult to realize t h a t 
plastic bags and plastic wraps 
have been on the market for so 
many years. We depend upon 
them for everything from stor 
ing foods to storing clothing, sil­ 
verware, tools and even jewel 
ry. They can he used to protect 


items from moisture or to keep 
them moist. 
Plastic films are sold in t w o 
widths of rolls and in several 
sizes of bags. They are g o o d 
barriers to water vapor a n d 
most of them make satisfactory 
freezer wraps. 
The clinging quality of plastic 
wrapping films is an advantage. 
T i g h t closures c a n be made 
over bowls and pans as well as 
over foods because of this fea­ 
ture. Because they are transpa­ 
rent, the f o o d s can be easily 
identified. And they serve well 
for use in refrigerator storage. 
W ax p a p e r can be used for 
refrigerator storage of s o m e 
foods. However, it is not moi* 
ture- vapor-proof 
and 
should 
not be used as a wrap for the 
freezer. It does make a good di­ 
vider between individually froz­ 
en foods like hamburger pat­ 
ties or chops. 
Foods that do not h a v e dis­ 
tinctive odors or that do not 
need to be kept very moist, or 
dry, can be stored in wax pa­ 
per . It may be used as a pro­ 
tector 
for 
countertops 
when 
shredding or slicing food. 
Many kinds of wraps are sold 
for freezing purposes. Ordinary 
waxed-on-one-side freezing pa­ 
pers can be recommended for 
storage periods of no longer 
than two months. Polyester film 
boil in-hag 
containers 
k e e p 
frozen foods well. 
Wraps work well for a o I i d 
meats and poultry, but are not 
as useful in the storage or juicy 
and l i q u i d foods. Good re­ 
sults can be o b t ained when 
glass canning jars, plastic car­ 
tons, paraffined cartons and al­ 
uminum trays or dishes a r e 
used. Plastic cartons come in 
many sizes. 
Slightly waxed or plastic-coat­ 
ed cartons 
in which 
cottage 
cheese and milk are sold ar# 
not suitable for reuse as freez­ 
er cartons.

Ineffectual Help 


The United Nations enters the Domin­ 
ican dispute u n d e r circumstances 
which will make its intercession at 
best ineffectual and at worst trouble­ 
some. 
Ample precedent exists for regional 
collective security agencies to handle 
disputes of this kind. Certainly the Or­ 
ganization of American States pos­ 
sesses the necessary qualifications to 
serve as a peacemaking intermediary. 
It cannot succeed, however, if re­ 
spect for its function is undermined. 
This, unfortunately, is what the Soviet 
Union and France sought to accomplish 
by insisting the Security Council estab­ 
lish a UN presence in the Dominican 
Republic. 
Beyond expressing the council’s de­ 
sire for a “strict ceasefire,” the UN 
emissary is empowered to do no more 
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than observe conditions and report 
back to the council for further instruc­ 
tions. The OAS already has voted to 
raise and dispatch a peace-keeping 
force to the island to do what it can to 
restore constitutional government. 
Delay in assigning national contin­ 
gents to the OAS force has provided the 
opportunity to intercede which some 
m em bers have been seeking since the 
onset of the Dominican crisis. Swift re­ 
sponse in fulfilling its role thereby be­ 
comes the best way for the OAS to re­ 
tain its hemispheric status. 
Unless the OAS does so, difficulties 
experienced by the Dominican Repub­ 
lic are likely to break out in other Latin 
countries where trained insurgents and 
demonstrators are waiting to capital­ 
ize on unrest.

Standing in a sprawling ceme­ 
tery with his face to the south, 
looking homeward, is a bronze 
statue of a Confederate soldier. 
The soldier, rifle in hand, 
stands as if to guard the 2,199 
identical white marble grave­ 
stones over which he looks. 
Buried there are Confederates 
who left their homos in the 
South to fight the North, but 
who never returned. They died 
in a Civil War prison camp in 
Columbus 
known 
as 
Camp 
Chase. 
When the soldiers first were 
buried at the Camp Chase cem­ 
etery, they were the enemy and 
most Ohioans cared little about 
them. But now the cemetery on
